He  has  been 
asked  to  leave  multiple  times  by  business  owners  and  refuses  to  do  so.  Instead,  he  is  alleged  to  deal  with  drug  trafficking  with  a 
van  that  sits  down  the  street  on  Mines  toward  Olympic.  While  we  have  no  proof  of  this,  the  female  workers  and  customers  no  longer 
want  to  park  on  Mines  Ave.  This  is  a  serious  problem  and  impacts  revenue  for  the  L.  A.  business  owners  on  the  street.  My  employees 
choose  to  have  us  remain  anonymous  out  of  their  fear.  Please  help  solve  this  problem  quickly.
